A Noble Invention. 


Santa Barbara (Col.) Prau. 


On Sept 27, through Messrs. Dew- 


ey & Co., a patent was issued to a 
resident of Santa Barbara, CaL, for 
a method of telegraphing from a 
moving railroad car. The invention 
enables each freight or passenger 
train to have its own telegraph office. 
Two wires are required instead of 
one, and these are suspended direct- 
ly over the track and above the mov- 
ing train. 
They are parallel and 


about eighteen inches apart One 
wire i» connected with a battery at 
the station from which the train 
starts, and the other with a battery 
at the terminal station. They are so 
suspended that by a somewhat inge- 
nious arrangement light running 
wheels can run along them from one 
end of the road to the other. The 
wheels are insulated from each other 
but are connected with wires that 
pass down the roof of the car to the 
operating instrument, and through 
it complete the circuit Aa the car 
moves the wheels are drawn along 
on the wires just above it, and a con- 
stant current of electricity is main- 
tained between the initial and termi- 
nal stations through the moving car. 


"Without attempting to enumerate 


the advantages of the invention, some 
of the more obvious may be men- 
tioned. All train reports and all 
orders from train dispatchers will be 
communicated directly to the cpn 
ductor and engineer while the train 
is in motion. Passengers can receive 
aud transmit messages at any mo- 
ment during their journey without 
any of the inconveniences now ex- 
perienced.

hand 
A mass meeting of a thous- 


and persons was held in Sumnier- 
ville, Colleton county, last Monday, 
to protest against certain measures 
passed by tho Bourbon legislature. 
The leader of the movement was 
State Senator Fishburno, a lifelong 
democrat. He said he was forced to 
cut loose from old party associations 
because the democratic party of the 
state '-desired to take away from us 
the right which is inherent in an 
American citizen—the right to vote. 
There are a great many laws passed 
and about to be passed, every single 
one of them taking away some right 
of a citizen of 
South Carolina, so 


that one will follow the other until 
they will give yon nothing in God's 
world but the right to die." 
A dec- 


laration of principles was presented 
by Senator Fishburne and adopted, 
favoring full payment of state and 
national debts, and declaring that 
the colored voters shall be fully pro- 
tected in thoir rights.

only points which, with any plausi- 
bility, could be adduced by the de- 
fense. 
Of ScoviuVs argument, he 


said it could only have been delivered 
by one of the family of Guiteau, who 
as he had himself boasted, had learn- 
ed his law in the police courts, and 
acquired his manners among hooting 
owls in the woods of western Ohio. 
Mr. Porter reviewed the argument 
of Mr. Davidge, pointing out its 
strong points. 
"Malice." Mr. Da- 


vidge had rightfully said, "was in 
the presumption of law, a question 
for the judge, not the jury. 
Should 


the judge decide, us defense desired, 
that malice was a question of faet 
for the jury, he would overturn the 
law. 
He would create a precedent 


in this famous case which would in- 
evitably be condemned through all 
time to come." 


Mr. Scoville had objected that de- 


cisions in support of the prosecution's 
postulate were as antiquated as his 
(Porter's) style of oratory. 


"I never," said Porter, "imitated 


any man and never commented on 
anyone's oratory. 
I never sat at the 


feet of Gamaliel as Guiteau did. 
Whether my manners and morals 
would have been improved is for 
others to say. Judging from the 
disciple who is before you, he would 
scarcely seem to be an appropriate 
instructor for youth." 


Proceeding to expound the law on 


the subject of malice, reading from 
the 1880 edition «of 
Archibald's 


"Criminal Practice," Porter dwelt 
upon the premeditation of Guiteau. 
Referring to hi* lyings in wait and 
to his dogging the footsteps of the 
president he said: "Was this worth- 
less vagabond the man to be selected 
and inspired by God, a cheat, a swin- 
dler, a creature of the vilest habit ? 
He then is junior in tho firm of Jesus 
Christ & Co. The murderer, track- 
ing his victim at night, at church, at 
railroad station, everywhere, till the 
deed is done. But grant this hideous 
pretension and allow him the inspi- 
ration of Paul, which he impiously 
quotes, that does not protect, as it 
did not protect Paul from stripes 
and death." 


Porter went on to say that although 


£he president had died, the govern- 
ment still lived and his successor was

Consequently this court has full cog- 
nizance of the offense.

Two of the oldest houses_in Pliiladel- 


phia, intimately connected with the early 
histury of the colony and with its founder 
—the "old Pennaud Letitia Penn houses 
on Letitia street—are soon to give way to 
the advance ot business needs. The ground 
on which they stand has been recently 
bought by 0. S. Jatiney & Oo., dealers in 
dye and dye-stuffs, whose place of busi- 
ness is nait south of the Penn houses. It 
is highly probable that the Si-Centennial 
Association, finding it impossible to se- 
cure the site for any attainable snui, -will 
have the venerable structure removed 
piece-meal and erected again in Fairmount 
i'ark. The arrangements for this remov- 
al are not yet completed, though the Bi- 
Centeumal Association ara securing bids 
from contractors fur carting away and re- 
storing the walls. The present owners,0. 
B. Jauney & Co., bought the property of 
two owners, Adam Best, who owned the 
Letitia Penn house, and John Haley, who 
owned the original Wm. Penn mansion. 
They state, as a nominal price for the 
ground, $40,000, which is a larger sum 
than can be readily obtained these days 
tor the preservation of relics I'M situ. 


The original Penn house thus to be 


driven away was built for Wm. Penn be- 
fore his first visit to the colony in 1682, by 
Col. Markham. It then, as now, faced 
the river; but instead of lofty warehouses 
overtopping it ou every side, it was sur- 
rounded by spacious gardens, extending 
to Front street, and was approached by a 
drive way, winding among the trees, and 
passing to the side of the house, where 
now a narrow alley runs. Tradition says 
that the house which now forms the south- 
ern half of the double structure.was built 
by Win. Penn for his daughter, Letitia.for 
whom the street was named. It was also

Of recent years, this historical property 


has been degraded to a low drinking fft- 
loon, the resort of low men and women, 
and the scene of riotous disorder, to the 
great annoyance of the staid meivhants 
on the litioet. The purchase of the site 
for business purposes was doubtless hur- 
ried by the impossibility of ridding the 
neighborhood of these objectionable ten- 
ants. In this cose, it was not Caisar's 
clay that stopped the wall, but -virtuous 
Peun'a wall that sheltered vice. 


A visit to the houses yesterday was like 


stepping back into the past, with the fu- 
ture noisly obstrusive. A few steps from 
the bustle of Market street brings one be- 
fore the red briek walls and tiled roof of 
nearly two centuries ago. Unoccupied 
now, the house has an air of loneliness 
and neglect. Before it were drays unload- 
ing bales of wool. At one side was a pile 
of barrels, and the sidewalks were almost 
impassible with the impedimu of com- 
merce. Passing inside, the rooms are 
found in a state of woeful dilapidation. 
Blue, whrte and figured papers of differ- 
ent layers and various generations hang 
in shreds from the walls'. Piled up ou the 
floor are dirt from the cellar, and one 
room was crammed with bales of wool, in 
another were quantities of "eutch" from 
Burniah, a material used in dyeing. A 
broken window pane hid its jagged edge 
under a cob web shroud. Climbing the 
tottering stairs the visitor entered several 
rooms, one of them full of unexpected 
crannies and comers, and otlu rs in the 
rear evidently of later addition. Here and 
there was a door, with old fashioned pan- 
els and with glat-n in its upper part, cut 
into fanciful sliupe^ by an antique sash. 
In one room a huge black mantel bwayed 
from the tire place, and leaned forward 
toward the iloor, ready to fall through 
sheer decrepitude. When one gained the

the past. Descending again, aud groping 
through the dark rooms with thoughts of 
the dead and gone who had once made 
merry there, the visitor was sharply re- 
minded of the Nineteenth Century by 
stmnbling over a kerosene barrel whi.-h 
lay at the very threshold of the relic.
